Attorney/ Applicant D. Fernandez, Reg. No. 34,160 arranged a telephone interview to 
discuss the amendment filed 07/13/2005 in response to the first action (rej) mailed 06/29/2005. 
Attorney Fernandez' purpose in the interview was to point out to the examiner that amendments 
to the three independent claims 1, 12, and 13 added identical limitations to each of the claims as 
cited in the Remarks section of the amendment, to wit: "... a software being run by the controller 
to manage/control the power adaptively by redistributing such power reactively or proactively 
according to a determined load ratio, or power usage proportion." The attorney further pointed 
out that the added limitations specifically recite that the software adapts the power reactively 
and/or proactively in interactively responding to the determined load ratio, or power usage 
proportion of the system. The attorney acknowledged the significance of the Cramer et al. 
(2003/-443) prior art reference in the rejection of the claims but, as best his reading of the 
reference could determine, Cramer et al. did not disclose a system controlled with a software 
having the limitations added by the amendment filed. 

Without commitment, the examiner replied that it appeared that adding the limitations 
of adaptively interactive software as broadly recited in the amendment filed appeared at first 
glance to not be promising since it is the examiner's understanding that it is old and known in the 
vehicle power systems to have interactive software that reacts to sensed conditions of the power 
system and controls system changes in response and that this is therefore an obvious feature of 
modern systems of the complexity of that found in the prior art reference. 

The attorney flirther pointed to selections in the specification of the instant application, 
identified in the Remarks section of the amendment, which he thought described specific details 
of the software features of the instant application. 

The examiner pointed out that the claims, as amended, did not include these details and 
that, again without commitment on the part of the examiner, if these features were to be 
distinguishing over the prior art, to be considered they would necessarily be expected to be 
recited in the claims since it is the claims that define the invention. Finally, the examiner also 
addressed the concept of incorporation of specification by the Applicant's explicit invocation of 
a requirement that the claims be interpreted in light of the specific sections of the specification
